Revised Rules for the Calcutta Canals and Tolly’s Nala, 


The rules shall apply to the following navigable channels which are included under the 


designation “ Caloutta Canals and Tolly’s Nala” :— 


I—The Ciroular Canal comprising the still-water canal between the Dhappa and 
Chitpur Looks and the New Cut Canal Ultadingi to Dispee Lock, together with its 
a 


junction with the river Hooghly and the Soorah at D. 


IL.—The Central Lake Channel from its senetiens with the Circular Canal at the Dhappa 


to its junction with the Biddiadharee at Bamunghatta. 


IIl.—The Nowb khal, extending northwards for a mile from its junction with the 


Central Lake Channel below the Dhappa Lock.

2. Vessels for the purposes of the determination of tounage shall be divided into two 
classes as below :— 


Class I. —'To include all vessels of the usual native types of build. 

Class II.—To include all steamers, flats and barges, and other equare built boats. 

The net tonnage of every vessel, whether laden or empty, shall, for the purposes of 
Aot V (B.C.) of 1864 and of these rules, be determined by the following measurements :— 


Class I.— 

A.—The product of one Ewe the length of the vessel from stem to stern, measured 
along the water-line, multiplied by the interior greatest breadth of the vessel multiplied by 
the depth from the water-line to the interior bottom of the yessel, is to be taken as equal to 
the number of maunds upon which toll shall be levied. 

B.—The measurement of the vom is to be made in feet, rejecting inches; the measure- 
ment of the breadth and depth is to be made in feet and quarters of a foot, rejecting any 
remainder of less than a quarter of a foot. 

C.—-The maundage on which the amount of toll is caleulated shall be reckoned to the 
nearest integral multiple of 12} maunds, any remainder of less than 12} maunds bein 
rejected. In the case of boats exceeding 500 maunds by measurement, the maundage shall 
be reckoned to the nearest integral multiple of 50 maunds rejecting any remainder of less 
than 50 maunds. 
~  D.—Provided that in the case of vessels which enter the canals at Chitpore, Kidderpore 


~ and Chetla empty, for the purpose of loading therein, the depth shall be measured from the 
line of usual immersion when fully loaded as visible on the outside of the vessel to the 


bottom (interior) of the vessel, and not from the line of actual immersion at the time of 
measurement. 


Class IT.— 


For vessels of Class II the number of maunds obtained by the system of measurement 
prescribed for vessels of Class I, shall be increased by one-half. For vessels of this class 
above 5,000 maunds measurement the maundage shall be reckoned to the nearest integral 
multiple of 500 maunds rejecting any remaimder of less than 500 maunds, In the case of 
steamers, the maundage determined as above shall be reduced by one-third as an allowance 
for engine space. 

For vessels of Class II which are furnished with reliable way-bills the gross maund 
of cargo shown by the way-bills may at the option of the employer of the vessel 
— as hye a re — toll ae be ene. Provided that firms or individuals 
who wish to make use of this rule, must be approved by the Su intending Engineer of the 
South-Western Circle, and that such approval may be withdoayn for any just one: 

3. Every vessel entering the canals shall be furnished with a ticket on which the name 
of the serang, manjee or other person in charge of the vessel, the date of entry, the maundage 
of the vessel, the cargo it contains, the amount of toll charged, and the number of days for 
which pre remains aera see be entered. 

4. tolls are payable on derannd and shall be paid at the toll station before a vessel 
is permitted to sooner: Provided that the Collector of Tolls appointed under section VIII 
of the Act may at his discretion permit vessels belonging to individuals or firms of reoognised 
standing to proceed without pre-payment, on an undertaking that the bills for tollage due 
shall be liquidated monthly on presentation, 

5. The ticket must be kept on board the vessel and must be produced for inspection 
when demanded by any person authorised to collect tolls, or by any officer to whom such 
person is subordinate. If on demand the ticket is not produced, such person or officer 
shall assess the tollage as provided in rule 2 and shall require payment of toll, and unless 
and until the toll is paid, or the original ticket or a duplicate is produced as evidence that toll

TIL—The Nowbhanga khal, extending northwards for a mile from its junction with the 
Central Lake Channel below the Dliappa Lock. .

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IV.—The Soorah from its junction with the Central Lake Channel below the Dhappa 
Lock and extending to the fish market situated adjacent to, and to the west of, the Dhappa 
Tnspector’s residence. 

V.--Tolly’s Nala extending from a line drawn across the Nala 25 feet west of the 
Hastings Bridge at Kidderpore to the Biddiadharee river at Samookpota. 

1. Every vessel on entering the Calcutta Canals or Tolly’s Nala shall be liable to 
measurement for the purpose of ascertaining the tolls Begable ; incase of any reasonable 
doubt arising, the persons appointed by the Lieutenant-Governor to collect tolls and officers 
to whom such rows are subordinate shall have authority to again measure a vessel not- 
withstanding that it was measured on entering the canals. 

Vessels for the purposes of the determination of tounage shall be divided into two 
classes as below :— 





Class I. —'To include all vessels of the usual native types of build. 

Class IT—To include all steamers, flats and barges, and other equare built boats. 

The net tonnage of every vessel, whether laden or empty, shall, forthe purposes of 
Aot V (B.C.) of 1864 and of these rules, be determined by the following measurements :— 


Class I.— 


A.—The product of one quarter the length of the vessel from stem to stern, measured 
along the water-line, multiplied by the interior greatest breadth of the vessel multiplied by 
the depth from the water-line to the interior bottom of the vessel, is to be taken as equal to 
the number of mannds upon which toll sball be levied. 

B.—The measurement of the engi is to be made in feet, rejecting inches ; the measure- 
ment of the breadth and depth is to be made in feet and quarters of a foot, rejecting any 
remainder of less than a quarter of a foot. . 

0.—Tho maundage on which the amount of toll is caleulated shall be reckoned to the 
nearest integral multiple of 12} maunds, any remainder of less than 12} maunds bein, 
rejected, In the case of boats exceeding 500 maunds by measurement, the maundage shall 
be reckoned to the nearest integral multiple of 50 maunds rejecting any remainder of less 
than 50 maunds. 

D.—Provided that in the case of vessels which enter the canals at Chitpore, Kidderpore 
and Chetla empty, for the purpose of loading therein, the depth shall be measured from the 
line of usual immersion when fully loaded as visible‘on the outside of the vessel to the 
bottom (interior) of the vessel, and not from the line of actual immersion at the time of 
measurement. 


Class IL— 


For vessels of Class II the number of maunds obtained by the system of measurement 
prescribed for vessels of Class I, shall be increased by one-half. For vessels of this class 
above 5,000 maunds measurement the maundage shall be reckoned to the nearest integral 
multiple of 500 maunds rejecting any remamder of less than 500 maunds. In the case of 
steamers, the maundage determined as above shall be reduced by one-third as an allowance 
for engine space. 

For vessels of Class II which are furnished with reliable way-bills the gross maun 
of cargo shown by the way-bills may at the option of the employer of the vessel 
taken as the maundage on which toll will be charged. Provided that firms or individuals 
who wish to make use of this rule, must be approved by the Superintending Bngioeer of the 
South-Western Circle, and that such approval may be withdrawn for any just cause. 

8. Every vessel entering the shall be furnished with a ticket on which the name 
of the serang, manjee or other person in charge of the vessel, the date of entry, the maundage 
of the vessel, the cargo it contains, the amount of toll charged, and the number of days for 

‘which the ticket remains current, shall be entered. 

4, Jl tolls are payable on deraand and shall be paid at the toll station before a vessel 
is permitted to proceed. Provided that the Collector of Tolls appointed under section Vill 
of the Act may at his discretion permit vessels belonging to individuals or firms of recognised 
standing to proceed without pre-payment, on an undertaking that the bills for tollago due 
shall be liquidated monthly on presentation, 

5. The ticket must be kept on board the vessel and must be produced for inspection 
when demanded by any person authorised to collect tolls; or by any officer to whom such 
person is subordinate. If on demand the ticket is not produced, euch person or officer 
shall assess the tollage as provided in rule 2 and shall require payment of toll, and unless 
and until the toll is paid, or the original ticket or a duplicate is produced as evidence that toll 
has meiveg gh) id, the vessel shall be liable to seizure and detention under the provision* 
of section IX of the Act. / 

6. Duplicates of lost tickets, of which the numbers and dates can be satisfactorily 
established, will be granted by the Collector of Tolls on payment of a sum of one rupee. 
Provided that for tickets on which the total tollage is less than four rupees, the fee to be 

charged for a wo. pair shall be one quarter of the total tollage. , 

7. A vessel which has been detained under these rules or under section LX of the Act, 
may not be removed from the canal without the order of the Oollector of Tolls until the toll 
due has been paid.

19, When a sunken vessel has been recovered, the Supervisor shall cause notices to 
be posted at the locks, toll-offices, or other prominent places, calling on those concerned 
to pay to the Collector of Tolls all toll or demurrage which ney be due, as well as the 
eS ary incurred in the recovery of the vessel and cargo.

23. Steamers are not allowed to tow flats or boats in the Circular Canal, but 
may tow one flat or barge at a time astern in the New Out Canal.

In exercise of the power conferred by section 9 of the Indian Petroleum Act, 1899 
low of 1899), and with the previous sanction of the Governor-General in Council, the 
jeutenant-Governor is pleased to make the following additional rules to regulate the 
granting of licenses to possess dangerous petroleum (otherwise than in bulk) in or near the

“4A. Notwithstanding anything in rules 3 and 4, licenses for the possession of

(c) the doorways and other openings of such building must be built up to such a 
height above the level of tho road or street, or the floor of such building

, oleum stored in it cannot flow out from the building in case of its escape 
m the receptacles in which it is contained; or the building itself must be 
surrounded with a masonry wall sufficiently high to contain all the petroleum 
stored in the building in case of its escape from the building ; or a combina- 
tion of these methods may be adopted ; 

(@) there must be a clear open space of at least 150 feet round such building ; 

(e) the drams or other receptacles in which the petroleum is contained must fulfil the 
following conditions, namely :— 

(i) they must be of gas-tight iron or steel, of at least }th of an inch in 
thickness, containing not more than 10 gallons and fitted with well- 
made filling holes and well-fitting screw plugs, or of gas-tight 
tinned sheet-iron, containing not more than 10 gallons, and fitted 
with screw caps with metal air-tight under caps or fitted with well- 
fitting screw plugs, and, if of the latter description, they must be 

cked in strong wovden cases, the thickness of the wood to be not 
ess than 4 an inch ; 
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(if) they must be so substantially constructed and secured as not to be 
liable, except under circumstances of gross negligence or extra- 
ordinary accident, to be broken or become defective, leaky or 
insecure in transit ;
